In 
order to terminate such appoint- 
ments, the act provides that all 
commissioners hitherto issued 
shall expire on December 31st 
next. After that time all com- 
missions will be granted for two 
years only, and will expire auto- 
matically on the 3ist December 
of the second year after they 
were granted. 

The bill limits the fee to be 
charged for administering oaths 
to 25 cents. Commissioners will 
be required to pay a license fee 
of $10.

rovincial Guarantee 


of Bonds 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 

The Union of Alberta Munici- 
palities has proposed that the 
Provincial Government under- 
take the responsibility of approv- 
ing and guaranteeing municipal 
bonds before these-are offered 
for sale. 

The responsibility involved is 
by no means nominal; and is not 
altogether confined to the finan- 
cial obligation which the Proy- 
ince would or. might assume. 
Before approving the bonds the 
Government would have to de- 
termine whether the purpose for 
which the money was required 
was a proper one, and whether 
the municipality was able to 
meet the added obligations with- 
out unduly burdening the tax-| 
payers. In a country where every 
Village expects soon to be a town! 
and every town a city it is easy 
enough to understand where and 
jhow triction might arise between 
j the inunicipal authorities and the 
supervising power, such as does 
not arise in an older country 
where the status of each commu 
uity is more fixed and where civic 
ambitions are less abounding. 

Nor, if the Province were to 
guarantee the bonds, could this 
supervising be done in a perfunc- 
tory manner. Each issue guaran- 
teed would increase the ultimate 
liabilities of the Province, and to 
that extent affect the credit of 
the Province itself. No Govern- 
ment with a proper sense of its 
responsibility could therefore 
consent to subscribe the Prov- 
ince’s. guarantee upon an issue 
howéver small or large without 
subjecting the issue, and also the 
whole financial affairs of the mu 
nicipality, to a thorough inves 
tigation. As the prospective 
backer the municipality, the 
Province would have to be ad- 
mitted the right and power to 
make inquiry as to how the pro 
posed loan was to be spent, as to 
whether the municipality would 
assuredly be ab,e to meet the ob
